The following is reported regarding the Estonian industries? 






a. The Volta Electromotor Plant in Tallinn, -which is owned by Russia and is 
subject directly to the tJSSR Ministry of Electric Industry, employs at 
least 300 workers. It was heavily damaged during the war and is still 
being repaired. During 192*6 a big foundry with two melting-ovens sad 
152 new work benches were installed. At present three new types of 
electromotors are being produced. The New Five Tear Plan provides for 
an investment of thirteen million rubles in this plant* which produces 
only for Russia. The number of workers is to be raised to 2,000 by 1950. 


b * " hliklik Tehas 9 " is owned by the USSR and is being managed by a Russian, 25X1 A 

Krylov . The Estonian oil industry is the main customer of t his plant, 

which produces machinery for a new gas plant in Kohtla Jdrve 
Aside from this the plant produces spare parts for agricultuxflflHHHH^™ 
on a limited scale. For satisfactory work the plant was awarded 150,000 
rubles from the USSR Board of Ministers in December 192*6, and 75,000 rubles 
by the UB5R Central Gas Authority in February 192*7. Mew machinery arrived 
in 192*6, allegedly from Russia but possibly from Germany. The 191*6 pro- 
duction was valued at sixteen million rubles. Production is scheduled 
to reach fifty million rubles in 1950. 


c. The Kalinini Locomotive Repair Plant consists of a locomotive repair shop, 
a railway car repair shop, a copper foundry, a forge, and an iron foundry. 
A big compressor was installed in 192*6. The plant was almost entirely 
destroyed during the war and is still being repaired. Material for re- 
pairs arrived — allegedly from Velikie Luki, Dnepropetrovsk' and Vologda — 
but more likely, again, from Germany. Fifty locomotives were repaired 
in 191*6. according to the Sew Five Tear Plan, 13,500,000 rubles are to 
be invested in this plant, which is to have 1,000 workers and a capacity 
of ten locomotives per month in 1950.
